A Gas Explosion at Mexia Last Night Was Fol­ 
lowed by Fire in Which Nine Lives Were 
Lost, Many Injured and Five Buildings De­ 
stroyed Entailing a Property Loss of More 
Than a Hundred Thousand Dollars. Crowd 
Had Just Begun to Assemble in Opera House, 
One of the Destroyed Buildings, to Witness 
School Exhibit. Thirty Minutes Later the 
Building Would Have Been Packed. School 
Superintendent Among the Dead. 


M exia, Tex., Feb. 17.— The old opera 


house building collapsed 
last 
night 


from a terrific gas explosion at 7:30 


o’clock and caught fire , resulting in 


a known loss of nine lives. 
It is pos­ 


sible that others perished, but so far 


as known at press tim e today the nine 


listed as dead account for all those 
missing. 


An a rt exhibit for the 
benefit of 
the public schools was being given in 
the old opera house building on the 
second floor and the crowd has just 
begun to gather when the upper floors 
fell in, crushing to death those who 
did not get away when the noise of 
the falling walls was firs t heard.

.Paris, Feb. 16.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The numben 
of men and women in the city of Paris 
thrown out of employment by the war 
has diminished from 257.435 during the 
battle of the Marne 
in 
September, 
1914, to 79,447 in December, 1915, ac­ 
cording to official figures, gathered 
from 
the 
number 
of “unemployed 
cards” issued to workmen and work­ 
ing women to entitle them to -receive 
the allowance of the unemployed made 
by the city. 
The 
decreasing 
number 
of 
idle 
workmen is evidence of the revival 
of nearly every Parisian industry. The 
most important of all, the textile and 
clothing trade in which there were 44, 
333 unemployed March 
I, 
has 
now 
only 29,963 persons out of work, of 
whom 28,569 are women. 
“I nemployed” cards were issued to 
about 10,000 men and women practic­ 
ing "liberal professions.” 
The num­ 
ber was reduced to only 9,$47 in March 
and 9,317 in December, showing that

C. M. Risinger, one of the most suc­ 
cessful and prosperous farmers 
in 
Brazos County, was in the city today, 
and the Eagle reporter was pleased to 
form his acquaintance and enjoyed a 
few minutes conversation with him. 
Mr. Risinger lives at what is known 
as Steep Hollow. 
He has lived in that 
community for about forty five years 
and ownR 500 acres of land in that 
section, but only bas a little more 
than 150 of tills in cultivation. 
Mr. 
Risinger makes a success at farming, 
largely because lie is a good manager 
and also because he diversifies and 
raises what he eats at home and has 
something for the m arket almost all 
Hie time. 
During 
the 
twenty eight 
years that he has been farming, he 
stated to us that he had never bought 
exceeding eighty bushels of corn, some 
of this a number 
of 
years ago and 
twenty-five 
bushels 
was 
purchased 
last year because the storm destroyed 
his corn and other crops, but that al­ 
most every year he had sold corn, 
while many farmers were forced to 
buy. 
He said he had rarely ever had 
to buy meat, but instead sold largely 
of this product, having sold IOO pounds 
of lard today for 15c per pound. 
He was asked about what the peo­ 
ple in his community would do this 
year about the planting of other crops 
than cotton, and he said there would 
be considerable change. 
A larger acreage would be planted 


For some years there have been dif­ 
ferences of opinion between the feed 
control service and the Cotton Seed 
Crushers’ Association as to what con­ 
stitutes a fair standard for cotton seed 
meal and cake. 
Early in tile history 
of the service, standards for cotton 
seed meal were set at .‘>0 lier cent pro­ 
tein and fat combined and 9 per cent 
crude fiber. 
The millers complaint 
has been that the 9 per cent crude 
fiber did not permit them to put up a 
meal with only 50 per cent protein 
and fat; in other words, that the feed 
control service forced them to sell a 
meal more nearly ch ok e than prime, 
on the basis of prime. 
On the other 
hand, the feed control service con­ 
tended that with tile low standards 
for protein and fat the only means of 
preventing tho millers from adulterat­ 
ing meal was to hold the crude fiber 
down to 9 per cent. 
Last fall a com­ 
mittee of millers from various sec­ 
tions of tho state met 
in 
Director 
Youngblood’s office at College Station, 
with a view to presenting information 
and making argum ents in favor of an 
increase in the crude fiber content, in 
order that the millets 
might 
mon* 
nearly approach the level of 50 per 
cent of protein and fat. 
At that meet­ 
ing it developed that tho millers were 
greatly at variance as to what 
was 
wanted. 
At tho meeting they simply 
asked for an increase of 2 per cent 
in the crude fiber content of cotton 
seed products. 
Director Youngblood

T he s tra n g er who h eard this in 
tere stin g conversation noticed, as he 
stepped from the train, several- box 
"cars on a siding n e a r the station, be 
ing loaded with sacked peanuts. 
H e 
w as told of a special train of th irty 
liars, loaded with pean u ts only, th at 
w ent out a short tim e ago. 
He passed 
tw o large w arehouses filled with thou­ 
s a n d s of sacks of p ean u ts— there are 
also th ree sm aller w arehouses used 
for th e sam e purpose. 
H e walked up 
th e s tre e t and saw p e an u t buyers tak ­ 
in g load a fte r load of “goobers” as the 
fa rm e rs brought them in. He reflected 
t h a t a few years ago this was strictly 
a cotton country; th a t the incoming 
w agons th en carried cotton alm ost ex­ 
clusively;

chock full of peanuts, surely, as tho 
d ru m m er said, it m ay appropriately be 
called the P ean u t Capital. 
In short, the peanut has revolution­ 
ized agricultural conditions in this s e t ­ 


ae it has not failed to take ad v an tag e 
of the already well recognized princi­ 
ple of this new crop in T ex as— new on 
an extensive basis— th a t “peanuts and 
pigs” go together. 
De Leon has on hand 
rig h t 
now 
m ore hogs than it ev er had before, and 
it has shipped this w inter m ore hogs 
th an it ev er did in the past. 
As tang 
as the country w as planting all cotton 
it raised few hogs. 
W hen m ore p ea­ 
n uts w ere planted the num ber of hogs 
increased as a n atu ral result of th e 
larger am o u n t of home-grown feed. So 
far in T ex a s’ raising of peanuts th is 
rule is found to hold tru e: 
T he m ore 
p eanut acreag e,,th e larger the n u m b er 
of hogs produced in th a t section. 


Feeding to Hogs. 
T his explains to a considerable ex­ 
te n t the difficulty of determ ining the 
exact p eanut production in the Middle 
W est T exas belt. 
To the n um ber of 
carloads actually 
m arketed 
already, 
o r in w arehouses a t th e p resen t time, 
m u st be added an epproxim ation of the 
q uantity fed on the farm w here grown. 
or now stored on the farm , or not g a th ­ 
ered at all, but “h arv ested 
by 
the 
hogs,” who were turned into the pea­ 
nut fields. 
Again, even a fte r th e crop is g a th ­ 
ered and sold or stored aw ay enough 
n u ts are left in the ground to m ake 
the “ w aste” valuable. 
Hogs are turn 
ed in and root out and eat all the re­ 
m aining peanuts, clearing the fields 
thoroughly. 
In th e De Leon district, 
and for th at m a tte r everyw here in 
the peanut belt, the farm ers who have 
gone in for this crop have found four 
sources of revenue. 
From the sale 
of the p eanuts them selves, from the 
sale of peanut hay, from the use of 
both hay and p eanuts as feed and the 
sale of hogs so fed in whole or part, 
an d finally from the sale of hogs fed 
on the “ w aste” pean u t land, a fte r the 
crop is gathered. 
T he packers pay less m oney for pea­ 
nut-fed hogs th an they do for corn­ 
fed. 
C onsequently m any farm ers are 
topping off” th eir hogs by feeding 
th em corn for a c eitain period just be­ 
fore placing them on the m arket. 
The 
point in this is th at De Leon is rais­ 
ing its own corn, also, and in fact has 
shipped some out this year, although 
th e custom heretofore has been to ship 
in the g re ater p art of its feed. 
As W. E. Lowe, 
cash ier 
of 
the 
F arm ers and M erchants National Bank 
of De Leon, expressed it: 
“ P ean u ts are not a panacea for all 
our evils— but th e re ’s this much to it, 
if we h a d n ’t had peanuts w e’d have ' 
been gone up the spout sure.

T he re p o rt for the extension service 
of the A. and M. College for the y ear 
which ended Jan u ary , 1916, w as for­ 
w arded today to G overnor Ferguson 
by C larence Ousley, d irector of the 
extension service. 
T he re p o rt show s 
a w onderful service to the agricultural 
in te rests of T ex as 
durin g 
th e 
past 
year. 


In addition to the re p o rt of work 
done, D irector Ousley earn estly urges 
the en ac tm e n t of legislation to prevent 
so-called "c en tra liz er” cream eries, the 
la rg e r institu tio n s of the s ta te ow ning 
chains of cream eries, from paying a 
higher price for b u tte rfat in the neigh­ 
borhood of local and struggling c re a m ­ 
ery plants, th an th ey pay 
In 
o th er 
sections for th e m an ifest purpose of 
destroying the local institutions. 
Di­ 
re cto r O usley says th a t th is is a fre­ 
quent practice. 


O ther reco m m en d atio n s for sim pli­ 
fication of the ad m in istratio n of the 
service also 
a re 
made. 
U n d er the 
presen t plan th ere is triplication of 
work, rep o rts being se n t to the United 
S ta te s d e p a rtm e n t of agriculture, to 
the governor and the s ta te d e p a rt­ 
ment, and 
also 
to 
the (’ollege. 
Mr. 
Ousley advises th a t he could greatly 
d ecrease the ad m in istratio n expense 
by a sim plification of these m atters. 


In addition to the general revival 
of in terest in b e tte r farm ing, the re p ­ 
resen tativ es of the extension service 
h ave ren d ered service by terracin g hil­ 
ly lands, instruction in drainage, vacci­ 
nation to prevent hog cholera, black 
leg, charbon and o th er d iseases of live 
stock, spraying cam paigns for orchard 
ow ners, th e actual results of this se rv ­ 
ice am o u n tin g to tho u san d s of dollars. 
A general su m m ary of th e y e a r’s 
work, as prepared by Mr. Ousley, is 
given below:
